Fire guts

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban 
departments 
battled 
the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed 
high-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


'Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in, keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 


UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 


en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Niles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and 'ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting 
efforts, 
and hand torches 


were used to thaw water hydrant val- 
ves at the plaza. 


Routine Sunday-—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging 
merchan- 


dise. 


Tliis Sunday, lie changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta 
walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against,the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


. the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tail as I am." said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office. 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," she said. 


Radosta — who for 
four 
years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true." he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening, Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that, Radosla spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll get a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick, Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist..214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the trail- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger \V. 


Bardwell, each said they1 expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue, Mart- 
wick recommended that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for,a referendum. 


"I'm disappointed. I'll admit that," 


Gilbert said. He said the Dist. 214 
board members and administrators 
will "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist. 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment 
of programs and trans- 


forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 


When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district 
referendum, Gilbert 


said. "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayer's' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59. 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, 
but it will be an uphill 


fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do. she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the .Dist 
59 Board of 


Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled. Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said. 


In the meantime, budget and staff 


planning for the 1977-78 school year 
has been thrown into chaos.

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50 mull dilemma 
of more housing 
for low-income 


The need for more affordable hous- 


ing in the Northwest suburbs to ac- 
commodate more of the area's work 
force was the central theme Saturday 
of a housing conference sponsored by 
the Northwest Municipal Conference. 


The conference, conducted at the 


Arlington Park Hilton Hotel, Arling- 
ton Heights, was attended by more 
than 50 municipal officials, business 
persons and regional planning offi- 
cials. 


Although a variety of housing issues 


and problems were discussed, much 
of the day was spent talking about the 
need for more housing for persons 
with low- and moderate-incomes who 
work in the Northwest suburbs but 
must live elsewhere because rents 
and home prices are beyond their 
reach. 


THERE ARE 1,558 low- and moder- 


ate-income housing units either built 
or under construction in the North- 
west suburbs, but the Regional Hous- 
ing Coalition estimates there is a need 
for about 18,000 units. 


"There is a need for more job- 


linked housing," said Jolyn Chiera, 
coordinator of the Minority Informa- 
tion Referral Center, Des Plaines. 
"Many minorities and non-minorities 
working in the Northwest suburbs 
can't find affordable housing in the 
area." 


She said more affordable housing 


not only would benefit workers, but 
also area industry and business which 
is dependent on a stable work force. 


"Until there is an increase in mod- 


erate income housing and assistance 
plans, businesses are not going to be 
able to keep employes." she said. "If 
they can't keep employes the busi- 
nesses will be adversely affected and 
that will eventually affect the tax 
structure." 


DANIEL LAUBER, of the Illinois 


Dept. of Local Government Affairs, 
said an exercise conducted at the 
morning session of the conference il- 
lustrated the need for more affordable 
housing in the area. 


The exercise put participants in 


simulated positions attempting to pur- 
chase housing In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Those taking part used actual 


real estate listings and salaries for 
jobs in the area. 


"Generally we found that the lower 


a person's income the less likely he 
was to find the type of dwelling unit 
he wanted." he said. "In many cases 
persons with lower incomes were re- 
jected for mortgages." 


The exercise, he said, indicated that 


most persons working in tlie North- 
west suburbs who can afford to live in 
the area, must settle for homes that 
are less than they need or desire. 
Many must settle for mobile homes, 
apartments 
and 
multiple 
family 


homes when they really desire single- 
family houses, he said. 


LAUBER SAID persons or families 


with incomes of more than $20,000 per 
year were the only participants in the 
exercise who were able to obtain the 
type of housing they wanted. 


"There are plenty of jobs out here 


but many without executive salaries," 
he said. "There are people in a lot of 
these jobs who would like to live out 
here but can't." 


Lauber said that escalating home 


prices in the Northwest suburbs not 
only bar low- and moderate-income 
families from buying homes, but per- 
sons with higher income levels as 
well. 


"It is difficult for your own sons 


and daughters to afford 
housing 


here," he said. 


Although there seemed to be a con- 


sensus among those attending the con- 
ference that more affordable housing 
is needed, there were varying opin- 
ions on how it might be brought 
about. 


SOME OFFICIALS said they favor 


building more affordable housing un- 
der federal programs, but others said 
they are leery of federal involvement 
for fear that local control will be lost. 


"It's a problem, but local officials 


working together can solve it," said 
James J. McClure Jr., mayor of Oak 
Park and president of the North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission. 


Jack Pahl, of the Leadership Coun- 


cil for Open Communities summed up 
the housing situation in the Northwest 
suburbs this way, "If you don't take 
the responsibility locally someone else 
will take it for you."

Seeking to instill public confidence 


in Chicago's "L" train system, trans- 
portation officials and Chicago Acting 
Mayor Michael Bilandic Sunday night 
traveled with members of the press 
aboard a train simulating circum- 
stances leading to Friday's rush-hour 
collision. 


Eleven persons have been 
con- 


firmed dead and 185 injured' in the ca- 
tastrophe at the Wabash Avenue and 
Lake Street intersection where a six 
car train on the Ravenswood Line was 
rammed from behind by an eight-car 
Lake-Dan Ryan train. 


The National Transportation Safety 


Board's final report on the accident, 
the worst elevated train, collision in 


Chicago's history, will not be 
com- 


pleted for at least six months. 


KAY BAILEY, vice-chairman of the 


board, would not comment on the pos- 
sibility that human error caused the 
crash that sent two train cars 
tum- 


bling to the ground and left two more 
dangling from the tracks.. 


A preliminary investigation by the 


Chicago Transit Authority Saturday 
revealed that human error was re- 
sponsible for the accident.

Washington Park race rescheduling uncertain 
$15 million damage in track fire

A fire that razed the Washington 


Park race track in south suburban 
Homewood late Saturday night was 
estimated to have caused more than 
$15 million damage. The blaze started 
in a washroom and "spread like light- 
ning" through the wooden grand- 
stands and clubhouse. 


Track officials first feared a clean- 


ing supervisor was trapped in the 
blaze, but he turned up Sunday after- 
noon after firemen had searched the 
smoldering ruins for several hours. 


Tom Rivera, a spokesman for the 


Madison Square Garden Corp., that 
o w n s Washington and Arlington 
parks, said Sunday night it was too 
early to tell whether the blaze would 
affect racing dates at Arlington Park. 


RIVERA SAID the Illinois Racing 


Board will have an emergency meet- 
ing at 1 p.m. Wednesday to determine 
how racing dates will be affected. 


"Nothing like this has ever hap- 


pened before in modern Illinois his- 
tory, since racing was reinaugurated 
in 1924," Rivera said. 


Rivera said park operators are con- 


sidering an early opening of Sports- 
man-Park in Cicero, to continue rac- 
ing dates allocated to Washington 
Park. 


^ 
No injuries were reported in the 


blaze that broke out several hours af- 
ter the Saturday thoroughbred card 
was completed, and none of the 1,200 
horses housed in the barns was har- 
med. 


THE TOWERING 200-foot flames 


reduced to heaps of debris extensive 
remodeling work on the 50-year-old 
structure and threatened to end the 
first winter thoroughbred meet in Illi- 
nois history. 


Rivera said the fire started in a 


washroom on the second floor of the 
section. 


"It spread like lightning," be said. 


"It was an amazing fire." 


About 120 firemen, from eight sub- 


urbs prevented bunting debris from 
r e a c h i n g the nearby Washington 


Square shopping center and the 
track's stable area. They were unable 
to stop the fire from destroying the 
clubhouse, which housed a restaurant, 
track offices, belting windows, jockey 
quarters and press facilities. The steel 
superstructure that framed the grand- 
stand collapsed into twisted girders. 


•The track was the site of the most 
famous match race in modern Ameri- 
can thoroughbred history on Aug. 31, 
1955, when Nashua, champion of the 
east, defeated Swaps, king of the west 
and Kentucky Derby winner. 


"Washington Park was a fine old 


track, and although this was a catas- 


trophe in the matter o property, we 
are extremely thankful and fortunate 
that no human beings were hurt and 
that no horses were injured or dis- 
turbed," said Joseph Joyce Jr., presi- 
dent 
of the Arlington-Washington 


Corp., a subsidiary of Madison Square 
Garden. 


TRACK OFFICIALS first said that 


the remainder of the state's first win- 
ter thoroughbred meet would be can- 
celled, but officials later said there 
was a possibility the last month of the 
meet would be shifted to Arlington 
Park. 


Spokesmen said no decision was 


made immediately on whether to 
rebuild the facilities. About $5 million 
was spent refurbishing the grandstand 
during the last several years, in- 
cluding $1 million on the clubhouse 
last year. 


A track spokesman said installation 


of a sprinkler system had been sched- 
uled. 


William Masterson, executive secre- 


tary of the Illinois Racing Board, said 
Si 1,307,019 was bet at the track during 
January, generating $807,553 in state 
revenue. Attendance in the enclosed 
grandstand averaged about 5,000 in 
spite of bitter cold weather.

Heights, Wheeling, Palatine and Roll- 
ing Meadows had responded. On the 
scene were four fire chiefs, with Pair- 
itz in command; eight pumpers; five 
ladder trucks; two snorkel trucks;

The system has grown from nine 


Northwest suburban departments in 
1971 to 57 departments in Cook, Lake 
and Kane counties, from Waukegan 
on the north to Elgin on the west and 
the DuPage County line on the south. 
The system contains four divisions — 
the original Northwest Cook County 
members being Division No. 1. 


Fire departments have divided each 


of their communities into "box alarm 
areas." Each box is assigned an iden- 
tifying number, and each department 
maintains and index to the boxes.

In these clays of bad news and 


rising prices, it's startling to 
hear that the Chicago and North 
Western Railway fares from the 
Northwest suburbs to Chicago 
arc going to drop an average of 
9 pet' cent. 


Once the amaxcmcnt subsides, 


il is replaced by gratification. 
This announcement is an impor- 
tant indication the suburbs are 
finally going to begin reaping 
major benefits from the Region- 
al Transportation Authority. 


The RTA has announced the 


decrease in North Western fares 
as part of its over all program of 
equalizing mass transit fares in 
the six-county RTA region. The 
effective date for the lower fares 
has not been announced, but 
when they go into effect the cost 
of a one-way trip to Chicago 
from Mount Prospect will drop 
from SI 50 to $1.30 and from Pal- 


atine from $1.70 to $1.130. 


F o r commuters who buy 


monthly tickets, the prices will 
also go down an average of 
82.62. Those who buy weekly 
tickets will benefit most, with 
fares dropping an average of 
10.2 per cent in that category. 


The fare decrease has been 


made possible by the RTA and 
railroad finally reaching agree- 
ment on a purchase-of-service 
agreement. Negotiations on that 
agreement have been under way 
since the RTA was formed in 
1974. 


Local municipalities deserve 


•credit for stalling fare hikes the 
railroad requested from the llli- 
n o i s Commerce Commission 
during the negotiations. Arling- 
ton Heights officials were par- 
ticularly active in testifying at 
hearings on rate increases and 
therefore 
saved 
commuters 


money while the negotiations 
were under way. 


The North Western rate reduc- 


tion, combined with the recent 
increases in bus service in the 
area, gives a taste of some of 
the benefits the suburbs can ex- 
pect from the RTA as the agen- 
cy finally begins to act on subur- 
ban needs. 
' The next step the RTA should 
take regarding the railroad in- 
volves improving train sched- 
ules and offering discounts for 
senior citizens, things that are in 
the agency's power under the 
purchase-of-service agreement. 


RTA officials should be as- 


sured that if they do prove to be 
acting to benefit the suburbs, 
much of the suburban resistance 
to the agency will subside. 


The North Western fare cut is 


a good first step toward offering 
the suburbs the needed proof.

NOR HAS ANYONE learned how to

The jet ran the runway. It lifted off. 
When it was six-feet high, Johnny 
grinned. "Tell the pilot this is high 
enough." 


AND YET. in spite of gripes and 


gibes, the airlines of the U.S. are the 
best, the safest. Last year they flew 
the population of the nation and had 
but one fatal crash. 


The equipment is superb. The pilots 


comprise a dedicated priesthood. The 
Federal Aviation Administration has 
thousands of men in dark rooms 
tracking thousands of planes on ra- 
dar. In the last quarter century 
(which includes propeller-driven air- 
craft) scheduled airlines had 91 acci- 
dents. 


This includes a high of 15 for United 


and TWA and a low of two for Delta. 
The 727s, the 101 Is, the DC-lOs al- 
most fly themselves. In olden days, 
passengers were afraid the engines 
would catch fire. Today they fear the 
fire may go out. 


PEOPLE WHO want to worry will 


find something to scare them. My 
wife has flown to Europe and back 
five times, flew around the world 
twice.

boarl a plane unless she has all of 
her Mother Cabrini medals and relics.

Each and every day the traffic situ-

WASHINGTON (UPI) — "It was 


terribly cold, it snowed and was alrea- 
dy almost dark, and evening came on, 
the last evening of the year.

Thus begins one of the most heart- 


wrenching short stories in all liter- 
ature — Hans Christian Andersen's 
"The Little Match-Girl " 


Heaven forbid the rigorous winter 


weather now causing hardships in 
many parts of the United States 
should produce privations like that. 


The severe cold wave has, however, 


already give us the match-girl's mod- 
ern counterpart. In the updated ver- 
sion, the opening lines possibly would 
read as follows: 


"IT WAS TERRIBLY cold: it snow- 


ed and was already almost dark, and 
evening came on. In the cold and 
gloom, a heavily rouged girl in plat- 
form shoes, miniskirt and pink bouf- 
fant hairdo was walking the street." 


Yes, friends, pity the poor street- 


walker on a night like this! 


From all accounts, hookers are 


among the chief victims of the cur- 
rent inclemency. In Detroit, for ex- 
ample, according to the Wall Street 
Journal, '.'large numbers of the city's 
prostitutes have been forced off the 
streets by the fierce weather." 


LET US RETURN to the Andersen 


classic: "No one had bought anything 
of her all day." 


One can easily imagine a streetwal- 


ker in a similar plight. 


Male pedestrians slipping and slid- 


ing on the icy sidewalks aren't much 
interested in amorous propositions. 


And in the street, cars- are skidding 


and banging into each other, causing 
horrendous traffic tieups. Under those 
conditions, no cruising motorist is 
likely to pull up- to the curb to accost 
a passing floozy. 


TO CONTINUE 
with Andersen: 


"Snowflakes covered her long fair 
hair, which fell in pretty curls over 
her neck." 


The same thing could happen to a 


streetwalker. 


"There goes my beehive." she wails 


as the snow neutralizes the holding 
power of her hair spray, causing her 
coiffure to collapse around her neck. 


Andersen wrote of his waif that 


"she did not dare to go home . . . they 
had nothing over them but a roof 
through which the wind whistled." 


ONE LIKEWISE can picture a 


streetwalker reluctant to go home. 
For the thermostat in her apartment 
is set so low even her goosebc.nps get 
goosebumps. 


Andersen gave his story a poignant- 


ly tragic ending, to the corner, lean- 
ing against the wall, sat the poor 


girl with red cheeks and smiling 
mouth, frozen to death.'1 


I like to think that for streetwal- 


kers, the ending will turn out better — 
perhaps with an 0. Henry twist. 


"In the corner, leaning against the

Competent first 
aid for 
injured 


workers is an essential ingredient in 
the creation of a safe work place, ac- 
cording to Dr. Thomas Cronin, medi- 
cal director at the O'Hare Industrial 
Clinic, Elk Grove Village. 


Noting that more than 300 industrial 


workers and supervisors plan to par- 
ticipate in a nonprofit first-aid semi- 
nar Wednesday sponsored by the clin- 
ic, Dr. Cronin said employe safety is 
increasingly important to local in- 
dustry. The pressures of Occupational 
Safety and Health Act standards as 
well as concern for employe welfare 
account for this trend, he said. 


"I think it's a genuine concern. A 


company can show it cares about its 
employes, and it will have more pro- 
ductive employes," Dr. Cronin said of 
industrial first-aid programs. 


"WE'RE AIMING this seminar at 


the industrial worker, so they can 
stabilize 
the situation before 
the 


patient comes to a hospital or the 
paramedics reach them," Dr. Cronin 
sajd. Participants in the first-aid sem- 
inar at the Flick Reedy Corp. audito- 
rium in Bensenville will lea™ basics 
in cardiac and pulmonary emergency 
treatment, 
shock 
recognition 
and 


management, handling fractures and 
toxic emergencies. 


"As in the case of cardiopulmonary 


resuscitation, it's very dramatic," Dr. 
Cronin said. Some workers might be 
reluctant to learn the resuscitation 
techniques, but they quickly overcome 
their fears in an emergency situation, 
he said. 


Competent treatment of burns and 


fractures resulting from on-the-job sit- 
uations is important, Dr. Cronin con- 
tinued. '"For example, people have 
put everything from chicken fat to 
butter on burns. This has to be re- 
moved before a doctor can analyze 
the situation. We tell them to put on a 
clean dressing." 


Employes working in a punch press 


area might be more vulnerable to in- 
juries than office workers, but the 
benefits of first-aid training are im- 
portant to any manager, the medical 
director said. Dr. Cronin noted that 
the clinic staff recently treated a 
woman who had broken her ankle 


while working in a store's credit de- 
partment. 


FIRST AID IS only one aspect of an 


employer's health and safety concern. 
"The whole field of industrial medi- 
cine has undergone a metamorphosis 
as a result of OSHA," Dr. Cronin said. 


Accident prevention programs, pre- 


employment physicals, screening out 
health hazards and other efforts mean 
higher costs to industry, Dr. Cronin 
said. Employers 
are realizing the 


benefits of greater productivity, less 
litigation and a decrease in lost wages 
as a result of industrial safety pro- 
grams.

cotheques themselves, I'm not alone. 
DHCO dancing has boomed since its 
introduction in 1974, and with its in- 
creasing popularity there has been a 
corresponding need for instruction. 


"WITH THE old free-style type of 


dancing, you could just lose your in- 
hibitions and 'let it all hang out,' " 
said Alice Ann Green, an instructor at 
De'ores Eiler School of Dancing and 
The Time Machine discotheque in 
Des Plaines. "Not any more — here 
(with disco dancing) you just have to 
know the correct steps. It's really an 
art." 


That required savoir-faire has led 


more than one observer to the con- 
clusion that disco enthusiasts 
are 


nothing more than well-dressed robots 
eager to blend into the crowd, but Ms. 
Green prefers the theory that the in- 
tricate line dances "force people to 
think. It stimulates their minds, and I 
think people are ready for that right 
now." 


Disco dancing was originally associ- 


ated with something a little less than 
intellectual — go-go bars — and then 
moved into gay bars in New York 
City where "they gave it some class 
and style." said Ms. Green. The danc- 
es arrived in Chicago via private 
clubs like Paces along Rush Street, 
and now they're introduced by profes- 
sional dancers on both coasts before 
they spread to the Windy City. 


No one really knows how dances 


like The Stomp, Fever, Jazzy and The 
Slink were conceived, but the how-to 
sessions are attracting everyone from 
teenagers to senior citizens. Officials 
at Dist. 211 and 214 report that disco 
dancing is one of the first adult educa- 
tion classes to be filled, and Delores 
Eiler of the Delores Eiler School of 


Dancing says almost all the ballroom 
dance studios now have disco depart- 
ments. 


LESSONS ARE particularly helpful 


to couples in their thirties or forties 
who may not frequent discoteques but 
who have been exposed to the dances 
via weddings or private parties, said 
Ms. Schlock. 


"For many people, (a school dis- 


trict) situation is a lot less inhibiting 
than the lessons offered at the dis- 
cotheques themselves," 
she 
said. 


"Some of those dancers are so great 
that they inhibit evervone else, and it 
does take a lot of guts to get out there 
at first." 


Cindy Manika, a dance teacher at 


Some Other Place in Glenview and 
The Time Machine in Des Plaines, 
agrees that "Oh, forget it" is a com- 
mon reaction, even among the young- 
er dancers who are well acquainted 
with pulsating beats and mirrored 
dance floors. 


"At first, everyone is afraid to get 


out there, and I get a lot of requests 
for private lessons," she said, "but 
once thev know one or two steps, you 
can get them to stand on their heads. 
It's true that some people will never 
pick it up, but it's a lot easier than it 
looks." 


THE KEY TO mastering the seven 


or eight couple dances and the 60 to 70 
line dances (most of which come in 
and out every month or so) is recog- 
nizing that every variation is based on 
six or seven simple steps, the instruc- 
tors said. 


Don't be fazed by the profes- 


sionalism of a regular, remember to 
watch your feet at first, not the other 
dancers, and don't try to imitate a 
dancer's style — it can't be learned 
and takes plenty of practice to ac- 
quire, they added. 


Surprisingly, older dancers may 


have the edge when it comes to disco 
because many of the steps are based

go on."

Carter's assistant a White House first 


MARGARET "MIDGE" Costanza, the first woman 
to serve in the White House as assistant to the 
President, is President Carter's emissary to organ- 
ized group.

Midge Costanza laughs when she remembers her 


first dey at her new job. 


"I was sitting at my desk when my secretary 


came in all excited and said, 'Midge, the - the - the 
President is here!' 


"You know, you forget where you are. I was about 


to ask her, 'The president of what?' when he walked 
in. 


"I shouted, 'Jimmy! - I mean Mr. President!' " 


"And he said, 'Hi.' "

"Midge" to everyone who knows her, is the first 
woman to serve in the White House as assistant to 
the President. And you can bet she's excited about 
it. 


Before January, she had never set foot in the 


White House. Jimmy Carter telephoned her Christ- 
mas Day to offer her the job. 


Later, Midge was visiting Washington. Her flight 


home to Rochester, N.Y., was delayed. So she gave 
in to temptation and telephoned John Marsh, an aide 
to former President Gerald Ford, to ask to see his 
office — the White House office she would occupy. 


"I'm walking up the driveway to the front door of 


the White House," she says, "and I had this feeling 
of awe and respect. Suddenly I 'realized what I was 
wearing — blue jeans! Somehow I felt awe and ang- 
uish at the same moment." 


Midge cringed when Marsh told her that Charles 


Colson had previously occupied the office, — a sun 
filled blue-and-white room with an early American 
decor and a proximity to the Oval Office that sug- 
gests power. 


WHEN COLSON worked for Richard Nixon, he 


was known as a tough operator. He once said he 
would walk over his grandmother to re-elect Nixon. 


Midge's job is to woo grandmothers, not walk over 


them. 


She is Carter's emissary to organized groups, in- 


cluding senior citizens, women, consumers, blacks, 
Hispanic-Americans, the young and the handicapped. 
She is to represent him to these groups and to see 
that their views are made known to him. 


• Officials of organizations, eager to establish con- 
tact, have been telephoning her at the rate of 350 
calls a day. In the first 10 days on the job, she 
received 3,000 letters. 


MIDGE HAS LEARNED that work in the White 


House can mean a seven-day-a-week commitment. 
But she says she is used to long hours. Occasionally 
in Rochester, she says, she would work around the 
clock, foregoing sleep entirely, going home only for a 
shower, then returning to work. 


"All I want when I leave here," she says, "is to 


know I helped the American people feel that they 
were part of the government. I want to help Jimmy 
Carter keep his commitment." 


Midge, 44, is one of four children of a retired man- 


ufacturer of Italian sausages who came to the United 
States from Sicily. 


Her rise to a White House post reflects Carter's 


belief in her, and hers in him. 


For 24 years she had been an aide to a real estate 


developer and a Democratic party workhorse in 
Rochester. In 1973, she ran for a seat on City Coun- 
cil. 


SHE WON WITH more than any other candidate. 


By tradition in Rochester, the City Council names 
the top vote-getter as mayor. 


But Midge, the first woman ever elected to the 


council, was denied that honor. She was named vice 
mayor instead. She considers herself a victim of sex- 
ism. 


In 1974, she unsuccessfully ran for Congress 


against Rep. Barber Conable, R-N.Y. Carter, still 
governor of Georgia and the Democrats' 1974 cam- 
paign chairman, offered to speak for her. 


The night Carter appeared on her behalf at a re- 


ception, she was tied up in a council session. By the 
^time she arrived, she says, Carter had introduced 
himself to each of the 200 guests, saying, "My name 
is Jimmy Carter and I'm waiting for Midge." 


THAT WAS THE first of five trips Carter made to 


Rochester. Last spring it was her turn to help him. 
Midge was Carter's upstate chairman in the New 
York primary. In July she spoke for him at the 
Democratic convention. 


"He said he asked me to second his nomination 


because my natural love of life would come 
through," she said. 


"It was probably the highest compliment of my 


life."

Dear Eunice Farmer: There 


have been several patterns lately 
that have called for a 5-inch zip- 
per. None of the notion suppliers 
in our area carry them. Is it all 
right to use a 7-inch zipper or 
should I try to cut off the end of a 
longer zipper? (I tried that once 
and the key came off at the end.) 
- Mrs. J.K. 


Dear Mrs. J. K.: When a pat- 


tern calls for an off-size zipper, it 
was made expressly for the de- 
signer and is very seldom avail- 
able for the home sewer. 


It is rather simple to shorten a 


zipper, however. Measure for the 
exact length. Then, either ma- 
chine stitch several times across 
the proper length or hand whip 


over the teeth securely. Cut the 
excess off at least one inch below 
the desired length 


After applying the zipper to 


your garment, take the straight 
eye from a hook and eye set and 
sew it straight across the zipper 
where you wish it to end. The 
metal • eye permanently prevents 
the key from sliding down below 
this point. • 
• 
•

Here's her winning tip: "When 


sewing curves such as pocket 
f l a p s , 
rounded 
collars and 


rounded cuffs, it's easier than you 
think to make perfect curves. Just 
continue with your straight seam 
stitching to the cut edge of both 
sides — as you would if the cor- 
ners were square or pointed. 


"With a smaller length stitch, 


go back about two inches before 
the corner and stitch over the pre- 
vious seam until you come close 
to the corner. Curve your stitch- 
ing to round the corner and con- 
tinue stitching until you re-stitch 
over your previous stitching an 
inch or two. You wiH not only 


have reinforced rounded corners, 
but they should be nice and even 
every time.

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The doctor says 


Iron deficiency may 
explain eating ice 


My wife eats a lot of Ice. Do you think it would hurt her in any 


way? 


The ice won't, but the reason she is eating lots of ice might be 


important. People sometimes develop a habit of eating large 
amounts of strange things, including clay, laundry starch and ice. 
There are medical reports of some people eating over four pounds 
of ice a day. 


Such strange eating habits are associated with iron deficiency. 


Usually, if that Is the problem, replenishing the body stores with 
Iron,will correct the problem. We call this condition pica. It is of 
medical importance when children are picking off old paint con- 
taining lead from old buildings and getting lead poisoning. 


If nothing else. I think you should have your wife at least take a 


daily vitamin tablet that contains iron. She may not be anemic and 
still have an iron deficiency. When this is the cause of strange 
eating habits, once the iron deficiency is corrected, the person 
may have an aversion to the food that was once an obsession. 
Your wife may then not care for ice at all. 


I am sending you The Health Letter number 4-4, Iron and 


Anemia, to give you other information in iron deficiencies. Others 
who want this information can send 50 cents with a long stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it.

Yesterday my sKter offered my mother some wine she had 


made. I told my mother she shouldn't drink wine when she is 
taking medicine. In a rude manner my sister told me to shut up 
and my mother said the little medicine she takes doesn't make 
any difference. 


My mother takes 15 mg. of Trlavil a day. She has been suffering 


from severe psychonciirosib for over 40 years. The first part of this 
year she had a complete mental breakdown. Her doctor told me 
she should not drink alcohol while she is taking tranquilizcrs. 


I have heard that alcohol prevents medicine from doing its job. 


Is that right? How much alcohol can a person drink while taking 
medicine without doing any harm? 


Don't be upset with your sister. She probably doesn't understand 


the problem. I must warn people, though, that when the doctor 
says no alcohol it means no alcohol1 


It is not just a question of whether the alcohol will prevent the 


medicine from working effectively. In some instances it causes the 
medicine to be far stronger than intended. Thus a person taking 
sleeping pills and alcohol may get a combined effect that is far 
worse than the same amount of either would have been. That is 
how some individuals using the combination end up as suicides. 


To take another example. Flagyl — a medicine used commonly 


in treatment of women's Infections — reacts chemically with alco- 
hol somewhat like Antabuse, used in treating alcoholics, and may 
cause nausea, vomiting and shock with circulatory collapse. In 
some cases the combination can be lifethreatening. 


Triavll is a combination medicine containing Elavil. Elavil acts 


with alcohol in the same way that barbiturates do and the com- 
bination can be dangerous, 


How much is dangerous? That depends on what medicine the 


person Is taking and how much. In some Instances even a very 
small amount of alcohol can trigger an undesirable reaction as I 
mentioned in reference to Antabuse. Its action in this regard is 
helpful in forcing an alcoholic to not touch a single drink. 


I often wonder how many patients realize the importance of 


following instructions. Failure to do so may have more serious 
consequences in some instances than just failure to obtain the 
maximum benefits from treatment.

It doesn't melt the ice However, like sand or cinders, it keeps 


one from slipping and sliding on the ice. Some people keep a sack 
of these granules in their car trunks for use if they get stuck in 
snow. It's a product I'm sure has many more uses than any of us 
have thought of yet. 


Dear Dorothy: Normally, I don't do heavy kitchen cleaning this 


time of year, but the inside of my white enamel kitchen cabinets 
were so dingy I tried washing them with a regular spray deter- 
gent. No luck. What did work was a paste of chlorine bleach with 
some powdered laundry detergent (no bleach in it), wiped on with 
a sponge and wiped off with a wet sponge. Cabinets clean and 
sparkly. — Catherine Greenwood 


Dear Dorothy: When buying a fresh coconut, how can you tell if 


it's good'' — Andrea Meile 


When shaking the nut be sure »vou hear the milk sloshing around. 


Nuts with moldy or \vet "eyes" are not good. Most you'll find are 
good.

Poet Laureate Sir John Betjeman's 
"Jubilee Hymn" was sung at Albert 
Hall and royal photographs smiled 
from the front pag'es of every national 
newspaper Sunday. Queen Elizabeth 
II marked without pageantry or fan- 
fare her 23th anniversary as Britain's 
monarch.

ed Sunday morning services at Royal 
Chapel in the private grounds of Roy- 
al Lodge, four miles from the castle. 


Later they prepared for the first of 


the queen's Silver Jubilee year jour- 
neys to Commonwealth countries — a 
seven-week visit to Australia, New 
Zealand. Western Samoa, Tonga, Fiji 
and Papua, New Guinea. 


Twenty-five years ago Princess 


Elizabeth and Philip were at the 
Treetops Hotel In Kenya observing 
wild animals when she received the 
word that her father had died of can- 
cer.

Criminal spends time 
with victim,, not in jail 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The gov- 


ernment is spending $2 million to help 
evaluate a concept in which criminals 
instead of being sent to jail, are or- 
dered to repay their victims through 
work. 


Richard Velde, chief of the Law En- 


forcement Assistance Administration, 
Sunday said this form of justice is a 
"much more positive approach to re- 
habilitation." 


The agency said It has issued $2 


million in grants to help finance a 
two-year evaluation of the concept in 
seven states — California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Georgia, Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts and Oregon. 


THE CONCEPT has been tried in 


several areas with promising results, 
it said. 


One success story Involved a bur- 


glar who was caught breaking into a 
minister's home. He was ordered to 
work for the clergyman. And three 
years later, the minister performed a 
marriage ceremony for the ex-burglar 
and his bride. 


In another case, a youth stole and 


wrecked a car. Instead of going to jail 
he was ordered to work for the insur- 


ance company to repay it for the loss. 
The company later hired him on a 
regular basis, with a promotion. 


A third example (involved a busi- 


nessman who started drinking heavily 
and was caught passing bad checks. 
He was ordered to work for his state's 
corrections department. 
Eventually 


he became a regular staff member, 
assigned to help alcoholics. 


INDICATIONS ARE, Velde said, 


that the concept "saves taxpayers 
large sums of money and helps ease 
overcrowding in jails and prisons." 


One question the 
administration 


hopes to answer is whether offenders 
should make restitution directly to the 
victim or to the community in the 
form of work at a hospital or other 
institution. 


Other questions are whether this 


• form of rehabilitation would be last- 
ing, what is fair restitution and should 
the victim have a say about it. 


The amounts of the grants are: Cal- 


ifornia 
$220.496, Colorado $250,000, 


Connecticut $288,000, Georgia $356,195, 
Maine $169,104, Massachusetts $97,435 
and Oregon $215,000. The program be- 
gan last October,

Boyle. 74, will have a bail hearing to- 
day that may lead to his release from 
the jail where he was sent to serve 
three consecutive life terms for order- 
ing the murder of United Mine Work- 
ers Union rival Joseph Yablonski. 


Boyle's attorney. A. Charles Peruto, 


had asked for the bail hearing 10 days 
ago after the state Supreme Court or- 
dered a retrial for Boyle. 


"I see no reason why ball would be 


denied." Peruto said. "It was not a 
capital case. The death penalty not 
being involved, he's entitled to bail." 


Boyle, who is in the state correc- 


tional institution in Pittsburgh, was 
not expected to attend the hearing be- 
fore Delaware County Court Judge 
Francis Catania.

Andy Firnbach spends most of his 


days standing at the counter of his

' There was a farm right over there 


There weie no houses here," Firn- 
bach says 
of the

where he opened a general store in 


1913 


"WHEN PEOPLE TAME to church 


(at nearby St Maiy's) they'd put 
their horses in out sheds,' Funbach 
says 


Firnbach has tiouble recalling his 


early years in Buffalo Grove 
'Too 


many things happened, you can't re- 
member them all,' he says 


What he remembers aren't the 


dates and first names of people, but 
the mood that sunounded 
Buffalo 


Grove from 1900 until after World 
War II when it was a farm town 


' When Buffalo Giove started theie 


was only Weidner'ii, that's all theie 
was There was-nobody else around 
here except farmers There was about 
100 people m Buffalo Grove then 
They weie out in the fields, 
they 


milked then cows sent their kids to 
school and went to church It am t 
like that now 


"Now you go to chuich you don't 


know anybody They'ie all sttang 
ers," Firnbach says 


HE REMEMBERS when he and his 


friends formed a baseball team and 
went from town to town challenging 
other teams even going into Chicago 
And he remembers the Buffalo Giove 
band he started playing in as a child 


His son, Richard fills in the details 


of those bygone days as his fathei 
speaks 


'I was born right theie m 1913 ' 


Richaid says, pointing to the building 
at 125 Buffalo Giove Rd that once 
was his lather's general store 


"We sold eveiything the f aimers 


needed Overalls and underwear You 
wouldn't believe the undeiwear we 
sold in the winter And we used to 
make sauerkiaut in ja1 s ' he says 


The general store building dates 


back to the 1890s Firnbach s fathei 
built his tavein, known today as Bill s 
Buffalo House, down the road fiom it 
in 1900, Firnbach says 


That was the same year St Maiy s 


Church was built he says 


"I HELPED PUT the slate on the 


tower in the roof," he says 


The men working on the church len- 


ted iooms> o\ei his fathers> tavein 
and Funbach remembeis going by 
wagon to Wheeling for beer and ice 


He also remembers selling the fust 


ti actors International Harvester made 
and how his ti actor business grew so 
fast that he could'nt keep up the gen- 
eial stoie and sold it in 1945

Two Wheeling wrestlers claimed 


blue ribbons with Dave Walters breez- 
ing to the throne at 145 while Ken 
Kent reclaimed his heavyweight title. 
The Wildcats finished third in the 
tourney for 11 points and coupled with 
the six they gained by dominating 
dual meet action in the North, it gave 
them 17 points for the season. Arling- 
ton, Buffalo Grove and Conant all 
wound up in an over-all tie for second 
with 16 points apiece.

HOW DOES SOAP WORK? 


Soap, until recnelty was the only washing agent we 


had. Now available also are many synthetic deter- 
gents which are actually soapless soaps. 


Old you realize that nothing like soap can be found 


In nature? Before we learned to make soup, cleaning 
was done with oil, ashes, sand or pumice. 


Soap was first used as a washing agent by Galen, 


a Greek physician from the 22nd Century A D. Then 
the Italians In the 7th Century made a yellow soap 
from potash and animal oils The potash was obtain- 
ed from lye, an alkaline liquid made by dripping hot 
water through wood ashes. 


During the 8th Century the Spanish made soap 


with olive oil replacing animal fat. The soap was cal- 
led Castile, and It is still made today. During the 
next few centuries the French and the English also 
began making soap, using fats and an alkali obtained 
from seaweed. 


Among the first to settle in America were profes- 


sional soapmakers. Though commercial soap was 
available by the 1800s, many American housewives 
made their own, using the same methods from sev- 
eral centuries earlier.

Ask Andy 


Soap molecules act in strange ways: one part of 


each molecule is attracted to water but repelled by 
dirt and grease, while the other end of the same 
molecule is attracted to dirt and grease but repelled 
by water. Part of the molecule tries to get deep into 
the water, while part tries to stay out. Both are 
evenly matched so instead of getting under the 
water or out of it, the soap stays right on the surface. 


In doing the laundry, soap helps water get into 


every clothing fiber, including those beneath grease 
spots It helps water get into grease by actually 
making the water wetter. 


Soap also loosens dirt and grease fragments from 


whatever is being washed. The soap coats each par- 
ticle with a slippery film that prevents the particles 
from reforming into clumps. It also floats away the 
particles and keeps them suspended in the water. 


After its cleansing action has worked, soap must 


be rinsed out of the washed articles, leaving behind 
neither dirt nor soap. Synthetic detergents perform 
this last task better than soap does.

Firemen battle flames Sunday that engulf the Goldblatt's department store in Mount Prospect. 


Fire guts Goldblatt's

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads. Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban 
departments battled 
the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed 
lu'gh-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Z6H Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 
i 


: UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 
en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Ndles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from 'the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting efforts, 
and hand torches 


were used to thaw water hydrant val- 
ves at the plaza. 


Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging merchan- 
dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta 
walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," shs said. 


Radosta 
— who for 
four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true." he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening, Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that. Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll get a transfer tp another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fat e of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation 
by 


• Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick, Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law. Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not. have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
'held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W.. 


Bardwell, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue, Mart- 
wick recommended that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for a referendum. 


"I'm disappointed, I'll admit that," 


Gilbert said. He said the Dist. 214 
board members and administrators 
will "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist, 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment 
of programs and trans- 


forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 


When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district referendum, 
Gilbert 


said, "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayer's' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59. 


"We hope the unit district can. be 


defeated, but it will be an uphill 
fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do. she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist. 59 Board of 
Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passac? 
is handled, Dist. 59 Board Pres inri 
ith Zanca said.

Criminal spends time 
with victim,, not in jail 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The gov- 


ernment is spending $2 million to help 
evaluate a concept in which criminals 
instead of being sent to jail, are or- 
dered to repay their victims through 
work. 


Richard Velde, chief of the Law En- 


forcement Assistance Administration, 
Sunday said this form of justice is a 
"much more positive approach to re- 
habilitation." 


The agency said it has issued S2 


million in grants to help finance a 
two-year evaluation of the concept in 
seven states — California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Georgia, Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts and Oregon. 


THE CONCEPT has been tried in 


several areas with promising results, 
at said. 


One success story involved a bur- 


glar who was caught breaking into a 
minister's home. He was ordered to 
work for the clergyman. And three 
years later, the minister performed a 
marriage ceremony for the ex-burglar 
and his bride. 


In another case, a youth stole and 


wrecked a car. Instead of going to jail 
he was ordered to work for the insur- 


ance company to repay it for the loss. 
The company later hired him on a 
regular basis, with a promotion. 


A third example 'involved a busi- 


nessman who started drinking heavily 
and was caught passing bad checks. 
He was ordered to work for his state's 
corrections department. Eventually 
he became a regular staff member, 
assigned to help alcoholics. 


INDICATIONS ARE, Velde said, 


that the concept "saves taxpayers 
large sums of money and helps ease 
overcrowding in jails and prisons." 


One question the administration 


hopes to answer is whether offenders 
should make restitution directly to the 
victim or to the community in the 
form of work at a hospital or other 
institution. 


Other questions are whether this 


form of rehabilitation would be last- 
ing, what is fair restitution and should 
the victim have a say about it.

sor at Loyola University's Dept. of 
Administration, said in his report that 


Dist. 62 is being "unrealistic" in its 
budget projections. 


"What they've done the last five 


years is underestimate revenue and 
overestimate expenses;" Monks said 
Friday. "They're assuming income 
will be constant while costs inflate." 


MONKS WAS HIRED Jan. 18 by the 


Dist. 62 teachers' union to do the 


study. 


Robert Birchfield, Dist. 62 Board of 


Education member and finance com- 
mittee chairman, said although he 
had not seen the report he had heard 
of Monks' criticism and termed it a 
"bum rap." 


In light of anticipated budget defi- 


cits, the surplus is needed to keep the 


district in the black, he said. 


"We'll probably have our first defi- 


cit this year — about $200,000 to 
$300,000" Birchfield said. "Next year 
we project a $1.5 million deficit, and 
we estimate that by 1980 we'll be out 
of money."

trates too heavily on retail merchants.

drafted the ordinance, said the city 
couldn't legally include professionals 
such as doctors, lawyers and real es- 
tate agents because they are regu- 
lated by the state. 


The ordinance would establish a 


seven-member 
commission in Des 


Plaines which would provide residents 
with a local group to handle consumer 


complaints. The commission would 
supplement and work closely with 
county, state and federal c.onsumer 
agencies.

vestigate complaints of false advertis- 
ing, deceptive practices, fraud, false 
or improper price markings and poor 
service and workmanship. 


Hug said the primary duty of the

The proposed ordinance provides 


for a fine of up to $500 for anyone 
found violating consumer regulations. 


The ordinance establishing the com- 


mission calls for a "cross-section of 
business and consumer interests" 
The ordinance requires the appoint- 
ment of at least one homemaker, one 
representative from a local communi- 
ty organization and two representa- 
tives from business.

empt from prosecution under the ordi- 
nance, Aid. Alan M. Abrams, 8th, said 
the commission would be open to all 
types of local consumer complaints. 
"They still could refer those types of 
complaints," he said.

Thomas Kenneth Collins, 58, 


was an institution at South School. 
Now he is gone. 


TOM COLLINS collapsed in his 


home early Friday, apparently of 
a heart attack, and was pro- 
nounced dead at Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines. He leaves 
his wife Mabel, three sons and 
hundreds of friends, old 
and 


young. 


Born in Wales. Collins as a 


young man worked in the coal 
mines and later served in World 
War H. He emigrated 
to the 


United States after the war, stay- 
Ing first with relatives in Grand 
Rapids. Mich., before coming to 
this area. Soon after he arrived he 
sent for a young girl from North- 
ern Ireland he had met. He and 
Mabel were married in their new 
homeland. They reared three chil- 
dren here. Frank, 19, Edward, 16 
and Trevor, 14. 


He was proud of his heritage 


and stayed close with people from 
the British Isles through the Gael- 
ic American Club, which met at 


Durty Dick's Pub at Grand and 
Austin in Chicago. To the Gaelic 
Americans he was known as 
"T.K.," and as president of the 
club he led many a sing-a-long 
and organized annual trips to the 
old country. 


Collins joined the Des Plaines 


Dist. 62 school system 24 years 
ago. In his 22 years at South 
School he met hundreds of chil- 
dren and prided himself on know- 
ing each of them by name. 


HE TOOK SPECIAL delight in 


music and every so often, after 
school was out for the day, he 
would take a few minutes to sing 
to children who congregated in 
the music room, begging for a 
song. 


Last October, Tom was unloading 
luggage from a car when he was 
hit from behind by another car. 
He was hospitalized at Holy Fami- 
ly for several months, coming 
home shortly before Christmas. 
For the last three months he had 
been undergoing physical therapy 
to regain the use of his legs.

Firemen battle flames Sunda^jr thativengulf the (Eyoldblatt's department store in Mount Prospect.

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m.. 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban departments 
battled 
the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed high-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
'side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 
: UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 
en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Miles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he'saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting efforts, and hand torches 
were used to thaw water hydrant val- 
ves at the plaza. 


Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging 
merchan- 


dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire'. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and \vhen I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," she said. 


Radosta — who for four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know i£ 
that's true," he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening, Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Beimont and Central, Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that, Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll get a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick. Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwell, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail.

When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in

Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayers' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59. 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, but it will be an uphill 
fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do. she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist. 59 Board of 
Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled, Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said.

As police dispatcher 
Disabled vet proves himself at job 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Dieter Lenz knows the frustration of being an unemployed dis- 


abled veteran, 


Before joining the Wheeling Police Dept. as a radio dispatcher 


three years ago, Lenz spent several years in search of a per- 
manent job. The 27-year-old former Marine, who lost both legs 
during a mine explosion in Vietnam, recalls the repeated dis- 
appointments. 


"I spent close to two years looking for my first job.1 It was 


always 'we'll call you.1 It got depressing," he said. 


LENZ, A WAUKEGAN resident, heard about the job with the 


Wheeling police through a friend on the Lake Forest Police Dept. 
His earlier jobs with an electrical supply company and an oil 
additive company had fallen through, and he was tiring from the 
work as a mail sorter with the U.S. Postal Service. 


"There's really not that much walking required with this job. I 


have no problems with it," he said. 


As radio dispatcher, Lenz must monitor all emergency radios, 


answer phone calls, listen to public complaints and still remain in 
touch with patrolling squad cars. 


"On some days it gets a little frustrating. You have the phone on 


one ear and you're trying to pick out some guy's voice on the radio 
with the other. You just have to get used to things like that," he 
said. 


For.the policeman on patrol, Lenz is often the only contact in 


case of unexpected trouble. Lenz said he has learned to know each 


man's voice and "how they react in certain situations." 


"As you go along, you learn how each man operates. Whenever 


there's a family disturbance or suspicious circumstances on a 
midnight shift, I always send a backup car," he said. 


DESPITE RADIO contact, however, the men in the squad cars 


are "really on their own," Lenz said. 


"If they come on something, they have to wait for the closest 


car if there's any kind of trouble," he said. 


Lenz also copes with legal questions from citizens, phone com- 


plaints and "people" who call at 4 a.m. just to talk." 


"We have one woman who calls in to tell us her problems. It's 


the hardest thing. It gets on your nerves with so many other things 
going on, button just have to take it all in stride," he said. 


WHEELING POLICE Chief M.O. Horcher said Lenz' success as 


a radio dispatcher has opened the way for other disabled veterans. 
He said the department will be hiring additional civilian dis- 
patchers and that he would like a handicapped person to be among 
the group. 


Cook County is subsidizing a program run by the Mount Pros- 


pect Fire Dept. which trains disabled war veterans, like Lenz, to 
be radio dispatchers. Upon completing the 20-week training 
course, the men will be placed in dispatching jobs throughout the 
Northwest suburbs at hospitals, police -and fire departments and 
other communication centers where help is needed. 


"Dieter is an example of how a person can accomplish things on 


his own." Horcher said. "He came in and did a job quite well. It's 
more than operating radio equipment. You have to have a real 
good personality to deal with people."

was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine

tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged'by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100;000;in:jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited: furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first, to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when.he saw fire through a picture 
window.

, Jeff Hodes, 17, of Ndles, said he was 
behind Harry's Shoe Center in the

and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away.

Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On 'a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging merchan- 
dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire, 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building 
watching 
the 


walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," shs said. 


Radosta 
— who for 
four 
years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the .outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true," he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening. Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatl's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that. Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll gel a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Mfirtwick. Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 


' passed by a majority vote, the unit 


district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwe'.l, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue. Mart- 
wick recommended that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for a referendum. 


"I'm disappointed, I'll admit that," 


Gilbert sdid. He said the Dist. 214 
board meVnbers and administrators 
will "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a Board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the. administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist. 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment qf programs and trans- 
forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 
\ 


When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district referendum, Gilbert 
said, "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayer's^ money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59. 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, but it will be an uphill 
fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do, she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist. 59 Board of 
Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled, Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said. 


In the meantime, budget and staff 


planning for the 1977-78 school year 
has been thrown into chaos. The dis- 
trict will now have to work on two 
sets of plans: one with the two high 
schools and one without.

Fire guts Goldblatt's

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 
ID minutes before Goldblatt's 


was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban 
departments battled the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire tinder control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed 
high-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the IB-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll 'Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry.. 
. • 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 


UNCONFIRMED reports slated sev- 


en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Niles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


'•The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke,1' he said. Smoke was vis- 


• ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded.

Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging 
merchan- 


dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire.'' Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet." she said. 


Radosta 
— who for four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true." he said 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening. Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that, Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
companv for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll get a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick. Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove! High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwell, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue. Mart- 
wiek recommended that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for a referendum. 


''I'm disappointed, I'll admit that," 


Gilbert said. He said the Dist. 214 
board members and administrators 
wilT* "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist. 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment of programs and trans- 
forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 
. When asked if the board will take 
any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district referendum. Gilbert 
said, "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayer's' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, 
but it will be an uphill 


fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


. enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do. she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist 
59 Board of 


Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled, Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said. 


In the meantime, budget and staff 


planning for the 1977-78 school year 
has been thrown into chaos.

Organization of Schaumburg Town- 
ship named a full slate last week, and 
the newer Democratic "Club" has 
dropped plans to run a slate. 


William Shllfka, leader of the group, 


said members probably would be will- 
ing to pass literature and campaign 
for the older organization's candidates 
and expressed general approval of the 
slate. 


"We may support their whole slate 


or just individuals (on it)," he said. 
"I do know a few of the fellows, and 
thev seem pretty good " 


JOHN F. MORRISSEY, township 


Democratic committeeman, said his 
organization has not discussed the 
p o s s i b i l i t y of Shlikfa's club in- 
volvement, but said it would welcome 
club support, 


"We'll be happy to get anybody's 


helo," Morrissey said 


In particular, ShHfka has praised 


Dennis Watts and John Patrick Kel- 
ley. Watts heads the nine-member or- 
ganization ticket as Democratic can- 
didate for township supervisor, and 
Kellev is the slated candidate for 
township road commissioner. 


Shlifka steered clear of making a 


commitment on whether the club will 
officially endorse the older organiza- 
tion's slate or individual candidates. 


The two groups have been com- 


peting for Democratic strength in the 
township since the club was formed 
last summer. 


SINCE THEN, club members have 


charged the Democratic Party in the 
township has been nonexistent under 
Morrissey's "weak leadership" and 
have criticized Morrissey for failing 
to slate candidates in various elec- 
tions. 


Supporters of the older organization 


have charged the club was created to 
extend the late Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley's reach into the suburbs, 
and Morrissey repeatedly has pre- 
dicted the club will be short-lived.

The split extends to the leaders of

Schaumburg Townshio Democrats are 
coming out of the closet to bid for 
nine township offices held traditional- 
ly by the GOP. 


Committeeman John F. Morrissey 


and other party leaders think the time 
has come for Democrats to begin 
m a k i n g substantial 
inroads 
in 


Schaumburg Township government. 


After the building boom of the late 


1950s and early 1960s brought thou- 
sands of newcomers to Schaumbuflg 
Township, the township offices were 
captured by "independents," who af- 
ter the election revealed their Re- 
publican colors. 


"After the Republicans took over 


we just didn't think it was feasible for 
us to accomplish anything, so we 
didn't try, other than giving indepen- 
dents some support from time to 
time," Morrissey said. 


BUT THIS is 1977. And the suburbs 


are not necessarily a staunch Republi- 
can bastion as evidenced in the results 
of the last few primaries. 


And this time around the Democrats 


are convinced their slate stands a rea- 
sonable chance of capturing some of 
the township seats at stake in the 
April 5 election. 


They may be right. 
Supervisor candidate Dennis Watts 


showed his vote getting ability last 
year when 1,209 township voters came 
out to assure him of a three-year term 
on the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 
Board of Education. Watts, and anoth-

While Watts can't be considered 


"double-dipping" because board of 
education members don't receive a 
salary, some observers have ques- 
tioned the motives of a man who 
would serve on two governmental 
boards — both responsible for tax 
levies. 


AND ROAD commissioner candi- 


date, John Patrick Kelley appears to 
have more going for him in the cam- 
paign than just a handsome face, al- 
though his youth, appearance and 
courtly attitude are not likely to hurt 
either 


Kelley. 23, is a true hometown can- 


didate having lived in the township 
for 19 years. And politics comes natu- 
rally to Kelley, the son of attorney 
John P. Kelley, a veteran Democratic 
leader in the area. 


The younger Kelley has a political 


science degree and has worked on 
construction during college and after 
graduation. 


He says he believes he can save the

Fire guts

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars.. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban departments battled 
the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s directed high-pressure 
streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded ia keeping 


flames from, spreading to Zoll Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 


UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 


en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke .out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Modes-, 17, of Miles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting 
efforts, 
and hand torches 


were used to thaw water hydrant val- 
ves at the plaza. 


Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging merchan- 
dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner, 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier," 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it, the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," she said. 


Radosta — who for 
four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth-

Democrats gain support as grand new party here

After outpolling the Republicans in 


the 
last 
three primary elections, 


Schaumburg Townshio Democrats are 
coming out of the closet to bid for 
nine township offices held traditional- 
ly by the GOP. 


Committeeman John F. Morrissey 


and other party leaders think the time 
has come for Democrats to begin 
m a k i n g 
substantial 
inroads in 


Schaumburg Township government. 


After the building boom of the late 


1930s and early 1960s brought thou- 
sands of newcomers to Schaumburg 
Township, the township offices were 
captured by "independents." who af- 
ter the election revealed their Re- 
publican colors. 


"After the Republicans took over 


we Just didn't think it was feasible for 
us to accomplish anything, so we 


didn't try, other than giving indepen- 
dents some support 
from time to 


time," Morrissey said. 


BUT THIS is 1977. And the suburbs 


are not necessarily a staunch Republi- 
can bastion as evidenced in the results 
of the last few primaries. 


And this time around the Democrats 


are convinced their slate stands a rea- 
sonable chance of capturing some of 
the township seats at stake in the 
April 5 election. 


They may be right. 
Supervisor candidate Dennis Watts 


showed his vote getting ability last 
year when 1,209 township voters came 
cut to assure him of a three-year term 
on the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 
Board of Education. Watts, and anoth- 
er newcomer, Elizabeth Carpenter of 
Hanover Park, defeated 
two in- 


cumbents in the 1976 school board 
election.

While Watts can't be considered 


"double-dipping" because board of 
education members don't receive a 
salary, some observers have ques- 
tioned the motives of a man who 
would serve on two governmental 
boards — both responsible for tax 
levies. 


AND ROAD commissioner candi- 


date, John Patrick Kelley appears to 
have more going for him in the cam- 
paign than just a handsome face, al- 
though his youth, appearance and 
courtly attitude are not likely to hurt 
either. 


Kelley. 23, is a true hometown can- 


didate having lived in the township 
for 19 years. And politics comes natu- 
rally to Kelley, the son of attorney 
John P. Kelley, a veteran Democratic 
leader in the area, 


The younger Kelley has a political 


science degree and has worked on 
construction during college and after 
graduation. 


He says he believes he can save the 


township some money, by taking on 
some of the work now contracted. And 
being young and single, Kelley said he 
plans to possibly get a night job to 
supplement the $5,000 he would be 
paid annually by the township.

Fire guts

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and \vristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban 
departments battled the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed 
high-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


Firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll Bros. 
JewelEV, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and. saled $100,000 in jewelry.. 


The lire reportedly, broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited 'furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed. 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 
: UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 
en store employes.and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke but. All escaped without in- 
jury- 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Miles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting 
efforts, 
and .hand torches 


were used to thaw water hydrant val- 
ves at the plaza. . 


Routine Sunday—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department tagging merchan- 
dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. 1 
couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the 
building watching 
the 


walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it. the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
for the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was sounded 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," she said. 


Radosta 
— who for four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true." he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening. Radosla called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After thai. Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All I can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll get a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan 


Shaded area indicates 
proposed unit district.

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation 
by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick, Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE UNIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, .and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwell, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue, Mart- 
wick recommended that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for a referendum. 


"I'm disappointed, I'll admit that," 


Gilbert said. He said the Dist. 214 
board members and administrators 
will "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist. 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment 
of programs 
and trans- 


forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 


When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
•the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district referendum, Gilbert 
said. "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayer's' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OF the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 214 board 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, but it will be an uphill 
fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an 
organized group with a great deal of 
money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local res! estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do. she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist 59 Board of 
Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled. Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said. 


In the meantime, budget and staff 


planning for the 1977-78 school year 
has been thrown into chaos. The dis- 
trict will now have to work on two 
sets of plans: one with the two high 
schools and one without.

Fire guts

A fire Sunday at the Mount Pros- 


pect Plaza Shopping Center destroyed 
a Goldblatt's department store and a 
bookstore. 


Although official damage estimates 


were not available Sunday night, the 
loss figures are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 


An adjacent ice cream parlor was 


heavily damaged. A jewelry store 
containing $100,000 in gold, diamonds 
and wristwatches escaped the flames 
but was damaged by smoke. 


NO INJURIES WERE reported in 


the fire, which broke out at 10:50 
a.m., 10 minutes before Goldblatt's 
was scheduled to open. Initial reports 
said an electrical malfunction in Gold- 
blatt's furniture department triggered 
the blaze at the center, Rand and Cen- 
tral roads, Mount Prospect. 


More than 100 firefighters from nine 


suburban departments battled 
the 


flames for several hours before bring- 
ing the fire under control about 2 p.m. 


Within two hours, fire had razed the 


two-story 
Goldblatt's 
store. 
Fire- 


f i g h t e r s 
directed 
high-pressure 


streams of water at all sides of the 
building and used snorkel units to 
combat the blaze from above to save 
the rest of the shopping center. 


FIREFIGHTERS said the 16-year- 


old building had no sprinkler system 
or fire hoses because it was built be-

fore state laws requiring fire ex- 
tinguishing systems were enacted. 


Flames spread from Goldblatt's to 


the Book Corner next door, knocking 
down a wall and destroying the store. 
The 35 Flavors Ice Cream Parlor was 
severely damaged by heat, smoke and 
water. 


firefighters succeeded in keeping 


flames from spreading to Zoll Bros. 
Jewelry, adjacent to the Book Corner, 
and saved $100,000 in jewelry. 


The fire reportedly broke out in the 


northwest corner of the Goldblatt's 
store. Flames ignited furniture, dis- 
plays and clothing, and by the time 
firefighters arrived, the roof of the 
building had collapsed, 


One of the first to report the fire 


was 12-year-old Alan Hendrickson, 280 
N. Westgate Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Alan said he was walking by the north 
side of Goldblatt's with five friends 
when he saw fire through a picture 
window. 


: UNCONFIRMED reports stated sev- 
en store employes and the store man- 
ager were inside Goldblatt's when the 
fire broke out. All escaped without in- 
jury. 


Jeff Hodes, 17, of Ndles, said he was 


behind Harry's Shoe Center in .the 
plaza when he "heard something like 
an explosion" and ran to the front, 


where he saw 30-foot flames shooting 
up from the store. 


"The whole back portion (of the 


building) was just in flames — flames 
and smoke," he said. Smoke was vis- 
ible 20 miles away. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Larry 


Pairitz called for assistance, and eight 
other departments responded. Ice and 
freezing temperatures hampered fire- 
fighting efforts, and hand 
torches

Routine Sunday-—not for Radosta

On a normal Sunday, Anthony Ra- 


dosta would have been in the furni- 
ture department 
tagging 
merchan- 


dise. 


This Sunday, he changed his rou- 


tine. Instead of getting to work 15 
minutes early, he stopped in DiCres- 
cenzo's Italian market in the shopping 
center to pick up something to take 
home later for dinner. 


So when Radosta walked around 


back of the Goldblatt's store and 
opened the door, the fire already had 
begun. 


"I got right up to the door when two 


or three people ran out and said the 
place was on fire." Radosta looked up 
and saw smoke piercing through the 
seams in the roof. 


"THE STOCK BOYS were the ones 


who came out the door. They yelled 
that my furniture store was on fire. I 
.couldn't believe it at first because the 
smoke looked like steam from ice 
melting against the cold. Then it got 
heavier." 


He walked around the building. In 


minutes flames shot through the roof. 
Inside a mass of yellow fire pushed 
toward the ceiling. Before long there 
was nothing left untouched by fire. 


About 10 employes were inside when 


the furniture department .went up in 
smoke. 


Two of them, teen-age girls, stood 


outside the building watching the 
walls crumble to the ground. 


"By the time I noticed it. the flames 


were about as tall as I am," said one 
of the girls. "We were in the office, 
and when I saw the fire we took off 
far the exits." 


THE FIRE ALARM was soumiecl 


and the handful who still were inside 
made for two back doors. "Most of 
the people were just coming to work 
and hadn't gone inside yet," she said. 


Radosta — who for 
four years 


worked in the area where the fire re- 
portedly began — said there was noth- 


ing he knew of that could have started 
the fire. "Someone said the outlets ex- 
ploded, but I really don't know if 
that's true," he said. 


As soon as he realized what was 


happening, Radosta called his wife 
and then another Goldblatt's store at 
Belmont and Central. Chicago. Louis 
Goldblatt had been there a few min- 
utes earlier as part of a tour of his 
stores. 


After that, Radosta spent several 


hours watching the building go down. 


"All 1 can do now is wait and see 


what happens. I've worked for the 
company for 16 years, you know. 
Maybe I'll gel a transfer to another 
store. 


Dist. 59 voters to decide fate of unit plan

State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronin 


has decided to allow Elk Grove Town- 
ship voters to determine if a unit 
school district will be formed in their 
area, setting the stage for a referen- 
dum this spring. 


Opposing 
a 
recommendation by 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 
Martwick, Cronin Friday told the su- 
perintendents of Dist. 59 and High 
School Dist. 214 that he would let the 
unit district issue be decided in a ref- 
erendum. 


According to state law, Martwick 


must call for the referendum to be 
held between March 18 and June 6. If 
passed by a majority vote, the unit 
district would become effective July 
1. Only residents in Dist. 59 will be 
eligible to vote on the issue. 


THE L'NIT district would combine 


Dist. 59 schools, Elk Grove High 
School, Elk Grove Village, and Forest 
View High School, Arlington Heights, 
under on school board and adminis- 
tration. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts now in the Dist. 214 
area. 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


Cronin did not go into detail Friday 
about his decision, but that "he in- 
dicated that after studying the tran- 
scripts from the public hearings, in 
his opinion he did not have sufficient 
basis in terms of a detriment to Dist. 
214 not to permit a referendum to be 
held." 


Gilbert and Dist. 59 Supt. Roger W. 


Bardwell, each said they expect to re- 
ceive Cronin's confirmation of the de- 
cision today in the mail. 


Last month, after attending seven 


public hearings on the issue, Mart- 
wick eecommefidfed that Cronin reject 
the unit district proposal and not call 
for a referendunj. 


"I'm disappointed, I'll admit that," 


Gilbert said. He said the Dist. 214 
board members; arid administrators 
will "brainstorm" about their next 
step at a board meeting at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


FORMATION OF the unit district 


would cost Dist. 214 nearly 27 per cent 
of its students and, 42 per cent of its 
assessed valuation, requiring a read- 
justment 
of programs 
and trans- 


forming the district's cash surpluses 
into deficits, unit district opponents 
have said. 


When asked if the board will take 


any action in the courts to challenge 
the state law allowing only residents 
of the proposed unit district to vote in 


a unit district referendum. Gilbert 
said. "It's a possibility." 


Gilbert said that the board is not 


allowed to spend taxpayers' money to 
oppose any referendum, including one 
on a unit district. 


OPPONENTS OK the unit district 


are already mobilizing their forces to 
get the facts out to the public before 
the issue comes to a vote. 


"There are a lot of pieces of mis- 


information out and a lot of rumors 
and promises," said Dist. 2H boarfl 
member Marilyn Quinn, who lives in 
Dist. 59 


"We hope the unit district can be 


defeated, but it will be an uphill 
fight," she said. "The unit district has 
the backing of the Elk Grove Village 
Assn. of Industry and Commerce, an v 
organized group with a great deal o f v 


money to spend." 


MRS. QUINN hopes to be able to 


enlist the support of local real estate 
agents in pushing to defeat the pro- 
posed unit district. The educational 
standards of a community affects real 
estate values even more than tax 
rates do, she said. 


Unit district proponents will also be 


doing their share of mobilizing to get 
the word out to the voters. Most of the 
referendum planning will fall to the 
committee which filed the unit district 
petition, but the Dist 59 Board of 
Education and Dist. 59 Supt. Bardwell 
also will have a large say in how the 
campaign for the proposal's passage 
is handled, Dist. 59 Board Pres. Jud- 
ith Zanca said.

jobs," Miller said. "They believe their 
job is critical enough that they can't 
refuse to come out when they are 
called and they understand that they 
will be called and some times that 
they'll have to work in these condi- 
tions." 


"They don't get to work in nice, 


warm offices." Miller said of the em- 
ployes. "They have to be out there 
when the temperatures are 5 below 
with wind-chills of 50 below." 


Miller said predictions for continued 


cold weather in February will not 
make the job any easier for the public 
works department. "But we just keep 
working whether anyone takes the 
time to notice it or not.

WHEELING POLICE radio operator Dieter 
Lenz was the first civilian hired by the de- 


partment to be a dispatcher. The 27-year- 
old Dieter was disabled in Vietnam. He has 


been on the |ob three years Police officials 
say they would like to hire more veterans. 


As police dispatcher 
Disabled vet proves himself at job

Dieter Lenz knows the frustration of being an unemployed dis- 


abled veteran 


Before joining the Wheeling Police Dept as a radio dispatcher 


three years ago, Lerjz spent several years in search of a per- 
manent job The 27 year-old former Marine, who lost both legs 
during a mine explosion in Vietnam, recalls the repeated dis- 
appointments 


"I spent close to two yeais looking for my first job It was 


always 'we'll call you ' It got depiessing," he said 


LENZ, A WAUKEGAN resident, heard about the job with the 


Wheeling police through a friend on the Lake Forest Police Dept 
His earhei jobs with an electrical supply company and an oil 
additive company had fallen through, and he was tiling from the 
woi k as a mail sorter with the U S Postal Service 


"There's really not that much walking required with this job I 


have no problems with it," he said 


As radio dispatcher, Lenz must monitor all emergency radios, 


answer phone calls, listen to public complaints and still remain in 
touch with patrolling squad cars 


"On some days it gets a little frustrating You have the phone on 


one ear and you're trying to pick out some guy's voice on the radio 
with the other You just have to get used to things like that," he 
said 


For the policeman on patrol Lenz is often the only contact in 


case of unexpected trouble Lenz said he has learned to know each 


man's voice and "how they react in certain situations " 


"As you go along, you learn how each man operates Whenever 


there's a family disturbance or suspicious circumstances on a 
midnight shift, I always send a backup car,' he said 


DESPITE RADIO contact, however, the men in the squad cais 


are "really on their own," Lenz said 


"If they come on something they have to wait for the closest 


car if there's any kind of trouble," he said 


Lenz also copes with legal questions from citizens, phone com- 


plaints and "people" who call at 4 a m just to talk ' 


"We have one woman who calls in to tell us her problems It's 


the haidest thing It gets on your nerves with so many other things 
going on, but you just have to take it all in stride " he said 


WHEELING POLICE Chief M 0 Horcher said Lenz' success as 


a radio dispatcher has opened the way for other disabled veterans 
He said the department will be hiring additional civilian dis 
patchers and that he would like a handicapped person to be among 
the group 


Cook County is subsidizing a progiam run by the Mount Pros- 


pect Fire Dept which trains disabled war veterans, like Lenz to 
be radio dispatchers 
Upon completing the 20-week training 


course, the men will be placed in dispatching jobs throughout the 
Northwest suburbs at hospitals, police and fire departments and 
other communication centers where help is needed 


"Dieter is an example of how a peison can accomplish things on 


his own " Horcher said "He came in and did a job quite well It s 
moie than operating radio equipment You have to have a real 
good personality to deal with people "
